Can a man b e regarded as a lo v er o f 
b is fello v v man—can he b e esteemed as 
r tru e p atrio t o r acco u nted as a go o d 
citizen, and kno wingly giv e co u nte­ 
nance and su p p o rt to su ch a traffic?

Should the 
prohibitory 
ordinance 
now before our council be enacted? 
The burden of proof lies upon those 
who advocate its enactment. We fully 
concede this, and willingly adm it that 
if we cannot produce good and suffi­ 
cient reasons for its adoption, then 
we ought not to weary and worry our 
already overburdened councilmen with 
it. 
But so confident are we of the 
righteousness of that which this ordi­ 
nance seeks to accomplish, anc} so con­ 
fidently do we believe that our council 
could do no better thing for the true 
prosperity and real well being of our 
city than to enact it, and then see that 
our executive officers faithfully exe­ 
cute it, that we hopefully pursue our 
arguments for its adaption. 
In former articles we have present­ 
ed two indictments against the saloon 
traffic, which, if true, ought to be re­ 
garded as arguments for its prohibi­ 
tion. 
First, it is an unnecessary, and 
second it is a wasteful business. These 
indictments, as we have seen, are such 
as ouglkt to appeal to the ordinary busi­ 
ness semse of mea who have to do with 
the fnancial affairs of our city. 
If a 
business is in every way unnecessary to 
the well being of society and is so 
wasteful of our material resources abd 
so productive of poverty with its ac­ 
companying wretchedness and misery 
as the liquor traffic manifestly is, then 
it ought to be prohibited if it can be 
righteously done. 
Our next charge against this crim! 
nal business is that It is the producer 
of many, if not most of the evils that 
afflict society. 
Here, if not in what we have already 
said, we may certainly claim to be con 
slderlng this question on high mora 
grounds. 
If we look even cursorily 
at the evils of this traffic we cannot 
fail to note that there Is not a precept 
of the moral law that it does not di­ 
rectly or indirectly violate. 
Any one 
with a very little though: can test this 
for himself. 
If there are any argum ents for the 
existence of the saloon in our midst on 
any moral grounds, high or tow. we 
wvild like to have them, for we con­ 
fess th at after a somewhat cageful 
study of this subject for more than 
thirty years we have failed to find 
anything like a convincing argument 
for the saloon from a moral standpoint 
The sum of the moral law is love, .love 
to God and man. Can anyone, in view 
of the evils that inevitably Hex/, aud 
That are now so fully known to flow 
from this traffic, engage in it, or In any 
way willingly support It, and honestly 
claim to make this law of love the rule 
of his life? 
But we are to speak of the evils of 
the traffic. 
How will we commence to 
enum erate them? Like the demons in 
the man among the tombs in Gadara, 
their name Is legion 
for they 
are 
many. 
We have neither time nor space to 
seek to fully specify or classify these 
evils. The testimony of our police 
judges and of those who have carefully 
studied the causes of crime is that the 
traffic is responsible for the great ma- 
Jority of our criminals. Judge after 
judge has testified that from three- 
fourths Jo nine-tenths of the Climes in 


our police courts are the fruits of the 
liquor traffic. Governor Dix, of New 
vork, stated that four-fifths 
of 
the 
crimes of the country are attributable 
to the liquor traffic. Judge Noah Davis 
said: 
“An experience of more than 20 
years of judicial life has taught me 
that more than seven-eights of the 
crimes committed 
in 
this 
country, 
which involve personal violence, are 
traceable to the use of intoxicating 
drinks, and besides that a very large 
percentage of every class of crime.” 
That testimony is true. 
The traffic 
produces by far the largest number of 
our criminals. 
It fills our poor houses 
^nd insane asylums. 
It is 
the 
de­ 
stroyer of the peace and happiness of 
many homes. 
It brings to bear on 
men a continual temptation to injure 
themselves and others. It is a foe of 
education, an enemy of religion, a dese­ 
crator of the Sabbath, a promoter of 
social impurity, and a destroyei of 
human life. 
Sixty to a bundle J thous­ 
and are >ear by year directly slain by 
it. 
We are living in times when our 
h en ts are horrified by the news of the 
astrictio n of war aud famine. 
But 
year by year this tea fie who^e evils 
we u t our councilmen and our fellow­ 
men lr consider, des Toy? more human 
lt\os ti an war, faro in ° and pestilence 
o mb red. 
It destro/s homes, causing 
the reparation of husband4 and wives. 
It blights the lives of little children, 
murders women and Is in every way 
the enemy of the peace and happiness 
of society. 
The question is should a business 
Mke this, entirely unnecessary to the 
well being of society and producing 
evils such as we have enumerated, be 
permitted to exist in any community? 
Can a man be regarded as a lover of 
bis fellowman 
can he be esteemed as 
r» true patriot or accounted as a good 
citizen, and knowingly give counte­ 
nance and support to such a traffic? 
A serious consideration of such a 
question by our citizens and our coun­ 
cilmen ought to secure the adoption 
and efficient execution of our prohibi­ 
tory ordinance.

In form er articles we have present­ 
ed two indictm ents against the saloon 
traffic, which, if true, ought to be re­ 
garded as argum ents for its prohibi­ 
tion. 
First, it is an unnecessary, and 
second it is a wasteful business. These 
indictm ents, as we have seen, are such 
as ouglkt to appeal to the ordinary busi­ 
ness scmse of men who have to do with 
the financial affairs of our city. 
If a 
business is in every way unnecessary to 
the well being of society and Is so 
w asteful of our m aterial resources and 
so productive of poverty with its ac­ 
com panying w retchedness and misery 
as the liquor traffic m anifestly is, then 
it ought to be prohibited if it can be 
righteously done. 
Our next charge against this crim i­ 
nal business is that it is th e producer 
of m any, if not m ost of the evils that 
afflict society. 
H ere, if not in w hat we have already 
said, we may certainly claim to be con­ 
sidering this question on high moral 
grounds. 
If we look even cursorily 
at the evils of this traffic we cannot 
fail to note th at there Is not a p.ocept 
of the m oral law th at it does not di- 
v c tly or indirectly violate. 
Any one 
with a very little though: can test this 
for himself. 
If th ere are any argum ents for the 
existence of the saloon in our m idst on 
any I*'.oral grounds, high or tow. we 
w .uld like to have them , for we con­ 
fess th a t after a som ew hat cageful 
study of this subject for m ore than 
th irty years we have failed to find 
anything like a convincing argum ent 
for the saloon from a m oral standpoint 
The sum of the moral law is love. .love 
to God and man. 
Can anyone, in view 
of the evils th at inevitably dew, aud 
th at are now so fully known to flow 
from this traffic, engage in it, or in any 
way willingly support it, and honestly 
claim to m ake this law of love the rule 
of his life? 
But we are to speak of th e evils of 
the traffic. 
How will we comm ence to 
enum erate them ? 
Like the dem ons in 
the m an among the tom bs in Gadara, 
their nam e is legion 
for they 
are 
many. 
We have neither time nor space to 
seek to fully specify or classify these 
evils 
The testimony of our police 
judges and of those who have carefully 
studied the causes of crime is that the 
traffic is responsible for the great ma­ 
jority of our criminals. Judge after 
judge has testified that from three- 
fourths to nine-tenths of the crimes in 


perm itted to exist in any community? 
Can a m an be regarded as a lover of 
bis fellowman—can he be esteem ed as 
a true patriot or accounted as a good 
citizen, and knowingly give counte­ 
nance and support to such a traffic? 
A serious consideration of such a 
question by our citizens and our coun­ 
cilmen ought to secure the adoption 
and efficient execution of our prohibi­ 
tory ordinance.

Telegrams of congratulation poured in on 
the presidential candidate, among them being 
messages from O. H. P. Belmont, W. H. Hearst 
and Norman E. Mack, of Buffalo.

From these authoritative utterances 
it is inferred that Japan does nominate 
conditions and th at the concert of the 
powers is a little jangled. 
Recitals of further horrors in Pekin 
are gathered 
by 
correspondents 
at 
Shanghai from Chinese sources, espe­ 
cially of the slaughter in the Chinese 
aud Tartar cities of thousands of native 
Chinese, so that the capital reeks with 
carnage. 
The ruthless thirst for blood 
is spreading in all the northern prov­ 
inces, aud wherever there are native 
Christians the . scenes enacted in the 
capital are 
reproduced 
in miniature. 
From these stories nothing further comes 
regarding tile legation Forces except a 
repetition that they are all dead. The 
convspomienis aver that if the Chinese 
officials in Shanghai wished to throw 
light on the real state of atfairs in the 
capital they could do so. And. therefore, 
the worst reports are accepted as true. 
Prince Tuan's eoup de estat is described 
by the Shanghai correspondent of the 
Daily Mail as a sequence to the grand 
council of ministers, at which Yung Lu 
advocated the suppression of the Boxers 
promptly. 
The tfowager empress gave 
her whole support to Yung Lu and a 
scene of disorder ensued. Prince Tuan 
passionately intervened, backed by Rang 
Yi, He rustled from the council and their 
partisans raised the cry “Down with the 
foreigners.” 
The effect was electrical. 
The eunuchs, palace officials of all sorts 
and most of the populace took up the 
cause of Prince Tuan and his agents im­ 
mediately put the emperor and the dow­ 
a g er empress under restraint. 
The Che Foo correspondent of the Ex- 
Eress telegraphing on Thursday says there 
I no longer any donbt th at disaster has 
overtaken the Russian force of 3,000 that 
Pft Tien Tsin for Pekin on June ll. The 
Russians had a full field gun complement 
and carried their own transport. 
As 
nothing has been heard from tnem for 24 
days it is assumed that they have been 
overwhelmed. Trustworthy news is re­ 
ceived to the effect that all the country to 
the northeast of Pekin is covered with the 
corpses of men and horses of the western 
garrisons. Fighting of a desperate char­ 
acter took place in the Immediate neigh­ 
borhood of Tien Tsin on June SO.

There seems no disposition to talk 
about the conference, aud Jndge E. H. 
Carry, president of the Federal Steel com­ 
pany, said that he had no news to give 
out. But it is understood that the Car­ 
negie company is taking an Important 
place in tile meetings. A director in one 
of tile larger companies said: 
“The Carnegie company, for one, is in­ 
clined to be on its mettle concerning the 
abuse of prices. Some of the small coni 
panics have been persistently breaking 
the verbal agreement by whicn the steel 
trade is governed and putting down their 
prices to unprofitable figures. The Car 
negie company, if this continues, will put 
prices down so far that all the small com­ 
panies will perish in the competition. The 
Carnegie company which has $100,000,000 
reserve, can do this.” 
W hat is said of the Carnegie company 
can als > bt* predicted of the other large 
concerns.

Figures un the Failures For the First 
H alf of 1900—Some O ther 
Features. 


N ew Y o r k, July 7.—R. G. Dun A 
Co. ’8 weekly ren ew of trade, issued to­ 
day, said in part; 
Failures in the first half of 1900 were 6.862 
with liabilities of $100,670,184. There were SO fail 
urea of banks and financial corporations for 
$25,822,682, leaving 5,802 commercial failures 
with liabilities of $74,747,457. 
Had it been predicted that the vast iron in* 
dustry would be thrown from unprecedented 
activity into great depression, with 
many 
works closed and prices reduced fully a quar­ 
ter, without failures amounting in all to $30, 
OOO, it would have been thought impossible. 
Yet the six failures in that department for the 
last quarter were in all for $28,985, though Bes­ 
semer pig has fallen from $26 to $18 and plates 
from 8.1 to 1.6 eents, and the average for iron 
and steel products has declined just 26 pc* 
cent since Jan. I. Some further decline is now 
expected before things are adjusted for anoth­ 
er active season, and efforts to arrange wages 
are progressing. 
The Fall River committee has decided 
to close their cotton mills for a time, and 
some of the largest woolen works have 
been closed or much reduced in ft‘**ce. A 
large share of the boot and shoe /oroe is 
inactive, and no change in prices has re­ 
sulted since those of some weeks ago 
which, according to later accounts, were 
made by fewer of the manufacturers than 
was at the time believed. 
The crop year for grain Is over and the 
outward movement ot wheat has not been 
stopped, although somewhat diminished 
by the vagaries in prices. While exact 
figures for tile year will not be known for 
some days to come, they differ very little 
from 400,000.'Mio bushels of wheat and corn 
together, which was almost exactly the 
quantity exported last year, while in 1898 
It was slightly larger.

Galesburg. In 1868 he moved to Iowa 
and engaged in farming, stock rais­ 
ing and banking. He was state treas­ 
urer of Iowa in 1882-5 and in 1884 was 
elected a member of congress. 
He 
served three terms in congress 
and 
was minister to Brazil under Presi­ 
dent Harrison. 
On January 19, 1898. 
the Question about the appointment of 
a minister to China was settled by 
the senate confirming the nomina­ 
tion, made January 12, of Edwin 
H. 
Conger, then minister to Brazil. 
At

time Colonel C. P. Bryan, 
of illinois, was made minister to Bra-

lesser candidates. The distinct triumph 
of tile day in tho way of a popular ovation 
was thutaccorded to Senator Hill and its 
spontaneity and enthusiasm was one of 
tho most notable features t he convention 
has produced. 
It was acco m p an ied too 
by a remarkable scene when Hill earnestly 
protested to his friends against being 
placed in nomination, and then, finding 
his protest in vain, when he strode to the 
platform, and in tones which left no don bt 
of their sin. erity, earnestly besought the 
convention not to make hint the nominee. 
About IO-4.i ( hainnan Richardson ad­ 
vanced to the front of the platform, a 
great, bouquet of sweet peas in his band, 
and with a swoop of the gavel cut off the 
strains of the hand and called the conven­ 
tion to order for the third d a y ’s work.
